THE CHALLENGE Black males will 
face in the 1990's will be the same chal- 
lenge they faced in 1700's and 1800's.

Strengthened by the power of new me 
dia, it now penetrates into the hearts 
and minds of its victims, robbing them 
of pride, lowering their energy levels, 
making them doubt themselves, deliver- 
ing them to the devil of dope, creating 
the self-perpetuating statistics which 
say that Black males are more likely 
than White males to be imprisoned or 
confined in mental institutions. Not only 
that, the new racism has become so 
sophisticated that it uses the victories 
of the victims — affirmative action, for 
example — to tighten the chains of the 
victims. 

We have faith. We believe that during 
the 90's, our young Black men will not 
be involved in crime, drugs, and other 
unsavory activities. They will value the 
need for higher education, and will be- 
come enrolled in colleges. They will 
make an everlasting contribution to so- 
ciety. They will value family life and will 
guide our young Black youth through 
the right paths of life. We must save our 
Black men — the future of our race is 
at stake!
